Mr. Malan, acting premier of South 

Africa, is suspicious of the bulk pur- 
chase scheme that is being advanced in 
Great Britain as one way to encourage 
trade between the old lands and the do- 
minions. He surmises that the arrange- 
ment would turn out to be framed in the 
interest of the consumer in Great Bri- 
tain, rather than of the producer over- 
sea; and adds the interesting comment 
that “Only by naming our own price 
can the welfare of South Africa be built 
up. 
: Bulk purchasing may not be a good 
way to develop trade, but the maxim 
laid down by Mr. Malan is about the 
surest way to prevent its development. 
If he has named the condition prece- 
dent to South African prosperity, it is to 
be feared that country is in for a pro- 
longed period of stagnation. No coun- 
try can name its own price for its pro- 
ducts; unless it is content to keep the 
products. Canada found that out last 
year, when it refused to compromise 
with importing countries on the price of 
wheat. It takes two to make a price. 


THE POWER PLANT SURPLUS 


During the first eight months of the 
year the city power plant rolled up a 
surplus $11,000 larger than for the 
co-responding period of last year. The 
surplus during August was almost $10,- 
000, against less than $6,000 for the 
month a year ago. 

This better showing is credited to the 
bargain that was made with the Calgary 
Power Company. Under this inter- 
change agreement the city plant draws 
current as needed from the Ghost River 
installation during the summer season. 
In winter the city plant is to supply the 
company with power should the hydro 
plant be unable to turn out the required 
amount. 

If the larger earnings gained dur- 
ing the summer are correctly credited to 
this agreement, the conclusion has to be 
that the city plant makes more money 
when it buys power than when it gen- 
erates power. Light and power users 
and taxpayers are likely to draw the in- 
ference—which may be premature— 
that they would fare better if the city 
plant bought all its current and gener- 
ated none. 


WHY NOT TRY ADVERTISING? 


Mayor Webb of Winnipeg wants the 
Dominion Government to spend a mil- 
lion dollars in a “buy Canadian pro- 
ducts” advertising campaign, with a 
view to enlarging the sale of Canadian 
products in Canada. 

It is easy to discount the possibili- 
ties of such a campaign; to say that 
there is a more-or-less fixed quantity of 
any product that can be sold in Canada, 
and that no amount of persuading on the 
part of the Government can induce the 
Canadian consumer th buy Canadian 
rather than imported goods in any 
worth-while amount. 

But there happens to be precedent 
to the contrary. In one of the war years 
the orchards of the eastern provinces 
and British Columbia produced a phen- 
omenal crop of apples. With Europe on 
rations, and shipping space at a pre- 
mium, there was no chance to sell this 
fruit abroad, and unless it was sold 
somewhere the apple-growers faced 
bankruptcy. 

Sir George Foster, then Minister of 
Trade and Commerce, broke with tra- 
dition and launched a nation-wide ad- 
vertising campaign, appealing to the 
people of Canada to eat an apple a day 
each, for the sake of their own health 
and the economic salvation of the orch- 
ardists. The success of that campaign is 
a matter of record. The “apple a day” 
dea caught the public imagination, the 
crop was sold in Canada, and an im- 
portant branch of production was thus 
saved from disaster. 

If Government advertising could sell 
Canadian apples to Canadians, where is 
the ground upon which to suppose that 
the same means could not popularize 
the idea of buying Canadian products of 
all sorts—particularly at a time when 
everyone understands that a revival of 
buying and selling is the one thing that 
can breakup stagnation, create employ- 
ment, and set the country in more pros- 


perous ways?

NO ACCOUNTING TO BE ASKED 


Apparently .the money which the 
Domin is to contribute to help pro- 
vinces and municipalities carry on pub- 
lic works construction is to be turned 
over with no strings attached and no ac- 
counting required. 

On Friday the Government rejected 
a proposal offered by Right Hon. Mac- 
kenzie King, which would have empow- 
ered the Dominion auditor-general to 
look over the accounts of expenditures 
made by provincial governments or 
municipalities from the fund which 
parliament is voting. This, Mr. Bennett 
thought, would be an unwarranted in- 
sult to the provincial governments. 

This simply means that the Domin- 
ion Government is to hand over what 
sums it may think proper to the provin- 
cial governments, who will spend the 
money as they please, or pass it along 
to municipal councils who will distri- 
bute it according to their own ideas. 
Neither the pier g government nor 
the municipal council to recognize the 
Dominion ownership of the money or to 
be in any way responsible to parlia- 
ment. 

The Government and parliament are 
making ofe cardinal mistake in thus de- 
parting from the sound principle that 
the authority which collects taxes 
should supervise and control the spend- 
ing of them. In so doing they are open- 
ing the door to waste, the partisan mis- 
use of federal funds, and downright 
robbery of the federal taxpayers; and 
are legislating themselves out of the 
power to prevent these abuses, or to 
punish the guilty. 

No provincial government that is 
worthy of confidence would consider it- 
self affronted if asked to give an ac- 
counting of the spending of money which 
it had not itself raised by taxation. A 
custodiap of trust funds does not feel 
himself insulted when he is required to 
submit his books to an auditor who is 
not of his own choosing.

Frugal himself, he taught the 
whole nation the value of labor and 
thrift, and inculcated in his people 
characteristics that still endure. 

He no sooner had ascended the 
throne than he instituted drastic 
economies at court. He discharged a 
whole regiment of court persons, 
flunkies, ete., maintained by his 
father, King Friedrich, reduced the 
1,000 horses kept in the royal s ables 
to 30, and cut down household ex- 
penses by four-fifths 

In the course of a few years he, 
as Carlyle says, made Prussia “the 
most thrifty, hardy, rigorous and 
Sparten country any modern king 
ever ruled over... richer, not in 
money alone, but in frugality, dill- 
gence, punctuality, veracity.” 

The court, recalling the easier 
days of his father, found Friedrich 
tight-fisted. Indeed he was. when it 
came to the slightest luxury—be- 
yond, let us say, bacco and beer 

Carpets, sofas, soft chairs, were 
no: for him. The floors of his rooms 
were bare He sat on Nard wooden 
chairs. He ate heartily, but his 
fare was of the simplest country 
dishes, his favorite dinner dish being 
bacon and greens, After a time he 
wore no garment more elaborate 
than the simple uniform of a 
Colonel of the m Guards, the 
same not being discarded until it 
was well-worn 

Ee allowed no one to waste time. 
As he walked the streets of Berlin 
he was apt, with his cane, to strike 
a lounger sharply on his head, 
abruptly commanding, “Home with 
you, and to work!" 

He encouraged apple-women to 
knit while they waited for cus'‘om 
and if they falled to do so took their 
stalls away from them 

At other courts foreign ambassa- 
dors were wined and feasted at great

his Travel-air Mystery ship Texaco 13, shattered all east to west trans- |

Captain Hawks averaged approximately 200 miles per hour while in 
the air, having made five stops for refueling purpases at Columbus, fo, 
St. Louis, Mo., Wichita, Kansas, Albuquerque, New Mexico and Kingman 
Asizona. This in itself was tribute to the complete network of service 
facilities which reach from coast to coast. At the designated airports a 
airman’s arrival, giving him and his

The efficiency of their work throughout is exemplified in the fact that 
Capt. Hawks beat his own estimated time of 15 hours in spite of adverse 
weather conditions.
